Harry 
F. Sinclair, millionaire 
oil man, of the government’s 
charges of criminal conspiracy 
rinsing from his leasing of the 
Teapot Dome naval oil reserves. 
Under Two Jail Sentences. 
Today's "not guilty" verdict m ark­ 
ed the governm ent’s second failure to 
secure a criminal conviction in the oil 
scandals, former Secretary of Interior 
Albert B. Fall aud E. L. Doheny, Cali­ 
fornia oil magnate, having been ac­ 
quitted iu 1926. 
Sinclair was charged with having 
given former Secretary of Interior Al­ 
bert B. Fall a $233,000 bride to se­ 
cure the oil lease. 
Fall, who was in­ 
dicted with him, was too ill to stand 
trial. 
The oil man already is under two 
Jail sentences as a result of ids part 
in the oil scandals of 1923. 
His re­ 
fusal to answer questions of the sen­ 
ate investigating 
committee 
netted 
him three months for contempt and 
his action in hiring the Burns detec­ 
tive agency to spy on the jury that 
sat in the first Teapot Dome conspir­ 
acy trial last October got him another 
six m onths, tor criminal tau t e d pi 
L ast October's trial- ended In ft mis­ 
trial when the court team ed of tie 
Jury surveillance. 
Defense Lawyers Happy. 
As the verdict was rendered Judge 
W right, defense counsel, reached up 
Tm<r I igged 
Sinclair, while Mart!.. 
Littleton and George Hoover, his oth­ 
er two attorney*, grasped his hand. 
Mrs. Sinclair and Sinclair's mother 
had waited for the verdict in the cor­ 
ridor. 
When the new-s was broken to 
them Mrs. Sinclair broke down and 
sobbed violently on the shoulder of 
her mother. 
Sinclair left tho court room to join 
his wife and mother. 
They embraced, and with the two 
women, still crying, walked out of the 
court. 
“I am not surprised hut I am very 
happy" said Sinclair. 
He plans 
to 
leave im mediately for New York. 
Frank Hogan, attorney who brought 
the acquittal of E. L. Doheny on simi­ 
lar charges, was one of the first to 
congratulate Sinclair. 
O thers of his friends in the court 
gathered around him and he held an 
imnrom ptu ieeeption. 
Just before the jury came in, Jus­ 
tice Jennings Bailey announced th at ha 
would not countenance any demons!re- 
tion, promising to punish any one who 
attem pted one. 


THREE INJURED AS BLAST WRECKS 
SCRANTON, PA., NEWSPAPER PLANT 


SCRANTON, Pa., April 21.—An 
explosion that shook the central 
part of this city, injuring three 
persons, one seriously, w-recked 
the plant of "Lavoce Italians," a 
weekly newspaper, early today.

No Room For Communism 


T here is no place in the 1’nited States for commun­ 
ism because citizens of this country all are capitalists 
by nature, and, In the language of President Coolidge, 
“ We w ant them all to be capitalists in fact.’’ 
T hus in a sentence, did Mr. Coolidge give the lie to 
bol-ibevic inclined perso n s- long-haired exponents of red 
rule—-who constantly 
harp on government by 
direct 
action, as he spoke before the Society of Daughters of 
the American Resolution. 
And the usurpation of slate's rights by the national 
government, Mr. Coolidge pointed out, cannot he used 
indefinitely to perpetute national wrong*. 
“ Rights cannot be long preserved,” Mr. Coolidge said, 
“unless they are accompanied by a discharge of obliga­ 
tions.” 


And preparedness for defense, the president declared, 
is the very antithesis of aggression. 
Thus Mr. Coolidge 
advocated a preparedness which seeks only national se­ 
curity, a preparedness which promotes only peace, not 
war. 


Other of the im portant pressing problems of today 
which Mr. Coolidge touched utKin, were the keeping of 
governm ent absolutely free from business, and local 
self-government. 
Politically free people, Mr, Coolidge said, m ust also 
be economically free people. 
Their only hope In that 
direction, then, the president said, is for them to keep 
their own business in their own hands. 
Mr. Coolidge’» speech answ ers critics who have ac­ 
cused the administration of meddling in private e n te r­ 
prises, who have accused the administration of usurping 
state's rights, and those pacifists who would have the 
world believe th at the W ashington government seeks a 
larger navy and an adequate air force for p u rp o se s of 
national aggrandizement. 
The United States, as Its chief spokesman points out, 
seeks only its own security—and to anyone who gives 
even remote consideration to the problem, it m ust be 
patent th at adequate protection for this country is the 
greatest safeguard of continuing any perpetual peace 
th a t can possibly be promulgated. 
T he thought that seeds of communism cannot get a 
foothold In the United States is no different, as ex­ 
pressed by Mr. Coolidge, than the thought which every 
right-thinking A m erican citizen has constantly in his or 
b e r mind. 
Communism is for deluded, uneducated peo­ 
ple—not prosperous, contented men and women who 
know the blessings of personal liberty 
liberty under 
properly administered laws. 
It is the cherished wish of everyone of us to some 
day be the owner of a home, a business. 
And while 
th at day may never come for all of us, the desire nev­ 
ertheless spurs us on to Increasing endeavor—and leaves 
only the most barren of soil in which outsiders may seek 
to implant communistic ideas. 
Communism will never 
get any farther In the United States than an Idea of the 
empty-headed individuals who eke out a living by playing 
upon personal prejudices.

W orld Trusts 


The m ovment which started with the “cartel” organiz­ 
ed by leading steel men of France, Germany, Belgium 
and Luxemburg, Is rapidly spreading. 
Other consolida­ 
tions or co-operative arrangem ents have been effected, or 
are now under way, in m any industries, including potash, 
steel tubes, enamel ware, rolled wire products, bottles, 
steel rails and electric bulbs. 
The notable thing about this new development is th at 
m ost of the big mergers are international. Some of them 
cover half a dozen countries. 
The differeut industries 
naturally take in different national groups. 
Thus there 
are new economic treaties or understandings comparable 
to political and military treaties. 
None of these international 
“trusts," 
perhaps, 
are 
quite so tight as our typical 
American combinations. 
They must nacessarily operate more loosely in crossing 
national boundaries. 
But the 
general purpose is the 
sam e, and the results may be about the same. 
T hey 
should mean, along with tariff reciprocity, avoidance of 
needless duplication, the strategic location of factories, 
the shortening of hauls, the standardization of products, 
®*8- 
bt short, more efficient and economical production 
and distribution. 
It is not evident that they are intended to fight the 
Az"°rican trusts, except incidentally. 
W h at it amounts to is this: 
Big business organiza­ 
tions are beginning to divide the world between them, 
as emperors used to do. 
The results should be beneficial, on the whole. 
The ultimate effect of big business organization is to 
increase production, improve quality and reduce prices. 
And if the world m ust be divided by a few men or groups 
of men, it is probably better to have it divided by busi­ 
ness m en than by soldier*.
